EXTRAVAGANCE IN PUBLIC EX 
PENDITURE. 



It was once romarked by one whoso pe 
was moro respeclnd than that of any other 
public writer of tho present century, that 
journalists as a class wasted half thoir influ- 
onco because they did not comprehend tho 
depth of the publio ignorance. They always, 
ho said, gave thoir readeis credit for know- 
ing things Ihey did not know, and wrote 
therefore much too allusively. "People can- 
not n?k a paper where Honolulu is, and till 
they know that, what uso is there in saying 
that Honolulu is open to attack. The con- 
verse of that blunder seems to be the espoc- 
ial weakness of oven experienced politicians, 
when they have the arrangement of public 
nflairs. They have dstoctcd the publio ignor- 
ance so often that they fancy outsiders never 
can ascertain the truth, and tho most palpa- 
ble blunders are vory frequently committed 
by those who havo the direction ot public 
things, and having been ouco suffered to 
pass aro blindly prCSnvered in, under the vain 
impression that tho publio will not go into 
tho details, and if they do, will not under- 
stand them. It not unfrequently becomes 
the duty of publio journalists to point out 
such mistakes, and to guard the publio mind 
against their recurrence so far as possible 
There aro matters within tho ken of all who 
read and observe tho ordinary current of 
events, ; which nevertheless cannot be passed 
over in silence by publio writers, without 
thoir laying themselves open to the accusa- 
tion of blind acriuiosenco in malpractices 
which tlioy cannot but condemn. If, for 
instance, any branches of the state machi- 
nery or public sorvico have through any 
cause become corrupt, or fallen into error, it 
will bo the duly, however unpleasant tho 
task, of the writer who desires in addition 
to giving faithful and correct record of cur- 
rent events, to rellect with truth upon the 
abuses of the age, to unfold and expose to 
view, ns far as it bo possiblo, all that wants 
correction in tho system of public govern- 
ment, under which it may bo his lot to live. 
There aro lew communities that have not 
their public evils lo complain of and some 
false positions to regret. All the departments 
of the public service cannot bo expected to 
bo in a state of perfection. In the oldest 
and best regulated forms of goyernmentjaud 
in most colonics, public matters aro, as a 
rule, more cared for than in the mother coun- 
try. Our own island is not an exception to 
this rule. Many and great are tho evils 
under which since tho first increase in our 
colonization took place, we have gone 
through. Many and various aro tho'dopart- 
ments that with the advent of a new gover- 
nor will require overhauling. In the first 
ph.ee we can baldly reconcile the heavy 
civil list with which this colouy is saddled 
with the comparatively Brrmll revenue 
and population of the coiony. We 
do not flay that the employers of 
of Government are too highly paid ; far from 
it. No Gover ment can expect to bo well 
served who pays below tbo average salaries 
of the country. No men but those who are 
essentially idle prefer government service to 
any othor permanent and regular employ- 
ment. There is not as a rule half the ohanco 
of promotion aud advancement in tho public 
service that there is in private business. But 
what we feol inclined to deprecate in tho sys- 
tom pursued in this colony, is tho division of 
offices in a small community. Surely it ia 
unnecessary to multiply offices. Batter far 
would it be to pay th« individual meinbors 
of the civil service better, and to curtail their 
number. A glance at the heads of deport- 
ments in our own city will convince the most 
liberal amongst us that there is somo discrep- 
ancy between the income and expenditure of 
the state. rfomeei S ht.or ten heads of de- 
partments aro surely not the reverse of 
extravagant for a city ol such magnitude us 
Victoria. Wo cannot but think that somo 
retrenchment might be made iu this respect 
with advantage. Fewer heads, with an effi- 
ciont staff of clerks-not young gentleman 
who are sent out to the colonies to vegetate 
upon what they themselves would call "a 
wretched government appointment"— but 
steady, quiet-soing men of another ca!ibre-at 
moderate salaries, who have some idea of 
work and how to perform it. 

It is to be hoped that the notice of tho 
members of tho Houso of Assembly will be 
attracted to the state of the public offices 
when the estimates como Wore them. We 
have no doubt whatever that the civil list 
will be closely inspected and narrowly ecru- 
tinized by some of our political economists. 
It is possible, howevor, for the IIou.se to go 
even further than this, and who can say in 
tho present state ol uflairs, it is r.ot deiir- 
„blo for them well to consider whether it is 
by any moans, and if so, how possible, to 
etfect retrenchment without in any way in- 
juring the public service.

and then the list of voters and list of objec- 
tions has to be submitted to the Reviser, 
so that a month must necessarily elapse 
in giving notices, and the Sheriff is not 
compelled to publish the list for four- 
teen days after the last day lor Eeuding 
in claims ; and ns there i3 no small labor in 
preparing the lists, it can hardly be expected 
with the greatest diligence that the new 
lists can be completed beforo the end of Feb- 
ruary. There could be no good end served 
by postponing the election for so long a pe- 
riod, but nevertheless it is of great impor- 
tance that the electors should scrutinize wall 
the list of voters when publisheJ, more espe- 
cially tho now claims. Many names nnnti- 
ally re-appeur on the list .vnieh have no right 
there, and it is by no means improbable that 
many of the now claims sent in will not beat 
scrntiny. Tho present election will, wo have 
no doubt, bo a sharply contested one. Every 
elector must bo roady for the campaign 
next week, but wo would earnestly caution 
every citizen against pledging himself lo 
any party or individual before a publio meet- 
ing has been held, at which each candidate 
may have an opportunity of expressing his 
opinions and views.

The Estimates for the service of tho year 
ending the 31 st December, 1861 were yester- 
day transmitted to the House of Assembly, 
and we aro enabled to lay them before our 
renders this morning. Tho monthly abstracts 
of receipt and expenditure have not yet been 
prepared, but the detailed estimates now 
given to the House will give the reader a 
tolerably correct idea o: what will bo r«<iuirud 
to meet tho civil list of the ensuing year. 
The estimates have of cotuso been framed 
from the expetjen'ce of past years, and there 
is no great novelty in tho list to which we 
need call attention Under the heads ol the 
.Secretariat, the Treasury, nnd the Eland 
Oilice, we find the heaviest items in the civil 
departments, but wo cannot see that any re- 
trenchment could be fairly exptcted with a 
due regard to the efficiency of the public 
service Wo do not find that the esti- 
mates for the judicial department is based 
on the suggestion given by the Duke of New- 
castle for the Colonial Civil List, aro we to 
suppose from this that there is to be no chitngo 
j in tho judicial establishment ? Tho estimate 
I for the officers cl the Supreme Court is not in 
' our opinion high enough ; $2,500 will not 
provide a BUfOoieill alalFlo cairy on the work 
without causing great delay and consequent 
inconvenience to the public, and when we 
see that items seven and eight in the abstract 
of heads ol revenue, and which consist of lines, 
forfeitures arid lees of office, amount to 
$13,000, it gives rise to the idea that the of- 
ficials in iho judicial department of the pub-] 
lio service whaio the fees amount to more 
than in any oilier separate department.niight 
bo fairly remunerated mote in proportion to 
the fees collected in their eOuco. A large 
item occurs under the head of administration 
ol justice, for the expense of prosecutions, 
which arc set d iwn at $1,200 : this fully bsan- 
out the last presentment of tho Grand Jury 
Willi reiercncB to tho expense entailed upon 
tho colony by reason of numerous casts buii.g 
sent up for trial by the stipendiary magistrate 
which might be decided by him.

That ic their opinion it must be inexpe- 
dient in the present state ol this colony to 
make a statute definitely managing the bank- 
ing business. 

That it should be compulsory upon all per- 
sons or companies desirous of issuing bunk 
oote3 or paper mousy iu this colony, to fir^t 
obtain a charier from the Imperial or Colonial 
Legislature granting such privilege, upon such 
terms and conditions nnd under such guards 
and restrictions as the Legislature may from 
timo to time prescribe. 

That in order to protect the public against 
any illegal or dangerous issue of bank notes 
or paper money by unauthorized persons or 
companies, your honorable body is respect- 
fully requested to pass immediately a bill 
forbidding under lienvy penalties Mich issue, 
except by banks having such privilego under 
an Imperial or colonial charter.

House met litis day at 3:15 p.m. Mem- 
hurt) present, Messrs. Younjr, DeCostnos, 
Powell, Trimblo, Tolmie, liuraahy, Du'icar. , 
Don tie j, Biiyley. 

CHAMBER OF OOHJflROK ON BANKS. 

Mr. Burnaby rend a petition from tho 
Chamber of Commerce, praying that Ihe 
House Ehoiihl not legislate on Banking mat- 
ters at present, and that no House should bo 
allowed lo issue paper rnonuy without an Im 
periul or Colonial charter. 

SMALL DKI1TS. 

Tho Speaker said that as this hill comtem- 
plaled a salaried officer, it thus bocauie u 
money bill, and would have to ba orirriuatod 
by the Hoaso. 

MINISTERIAL COUNCIL, 

The |House went into a Committe on tho 
Whole, Dr. Powell in ihe Chair. Go 
the motion for the appointment by the 
Governor of a Ministerial Council Tor initia- 
ting and carrying on tho public business in 
the House. 

Mr. Uurnaby said that about tlio 18th Sep-, 
tcmber lust, he had asked tho lion. Colonial 
Secretary whether he sat in the House as an 
oxp-netit of tho government, and that gen- 
tleman bid declined to define his posit on. 
He therefore thought soma means ought to he 
taken to introduce and support gorerninont 
moasuroa in tho House, and lo lake up hills 
brought in by private members. The want 
of some such organization has been palpable 
to every ono during the present session, as a 
want oi tho propar expression of Iho views of 
Her Majesty's Government. His sole object 
v/aa to forward tho public buiiness in the 
most direct and pructioa.l manner ; he had uo 
wish to rnieo a friction or party in tho House, 
The course ho proposed was thjs, that His 
Excellency should appoint pne member from 
either the House of Assembly or tiio Legis- 
lative Council, who should be chief advisor 
or tho representative of thogovorumont ; and 
that this gentleman should (-elect two mem- 
bers from ouch of tho legislative bodies, who 
should form tho proposed council or oommil- 
tee. lie believed that this would introduce 
into Ihe Home in somo measuro a principle 
to which another lion, member would speak 
more fully, namely that of responsible go- 
vernment. Under tho system be proposed, 
if a ministerial pouupil (Jitl no) pqasoss tho 
confidence of the House, it would b« porfeotly 
competnnt for that body la overthrow tho 
council, and that the government should on 
that result dissolve tho Houso, and appeal to 
the people in tho usual way. Ho would havo 
brought this motion on befors, had net some 
important measures stood in the way, as Ihe 
question of the union of tho oedouiei, etc. Ho 
had brought this measaro before the Mouse 
now, as Lo was about to leave tho oolony for 
a short time, and be would liko to soo Iho 
matter fairly bofore them, boforo bis depar- 
ture. 

Dr. Tiimble said ho would liko toheor the 
views of tho hon. Colouial Secretory on tho 
matter. 

Mr. Young would profer to boar the opi- 
nion of other hon. mombcrs before expressing 
his views. 

Mr. PoCosmos believed that the busi- 
ness of thjs House, and also of tho ciher 
Hquse woulij bo greatly oxpsditorj, and io a 
more satisfactory inaririar, were there mem- 
bers in each House in direct comniunioalion 
wilh the ISiecutive. He came to this Home 



as a unit, not aj n fraction of auy parly, and 
be haj often re. ; itb d that thore was not nn 
organized party in the House to fiioiiitnte j 
business. He must saj that his voice mid I 
influence would over bo exerted to shorten 
ilia time occupied in legislation in this Colo- 
ny. The lion, gentlemen in cluirge of de- 
partments biul oflnn too much on their 
hands to allow thorn to attend to their do- ! 
lies in tho House, and therefore there oujiltt 
lo ba other members' capable o[ expressing 
tho views of Government. Wo had very 
small material lo work on in this Colony 
and were only experimepling in legislation, 
he therefore thought wo sdiould sua what 
wns the practice, in ether colonic.-'. In 
Antigua, ( VV. I ,) besides an Kxecalive nnd 
LegUlativo Council, there was an Adminis 
trutive Council, such as proposed by the 
hon. member fur K-tpiimrilt and Metcho-iti. 
Thu Committee had Iho carrying on of 
Government measures in tho Legislature, 
both daring its session and while prorogued. 
Tho mem burs ore hot office holders, and aro 
changed by the Governor at his pleasure, and 
their duty is to prepura the stimntoa, 
bills, answers to petitions, cto. The 
honorable member Instance I several other 
colonies in which similar bodies existed. It 
must appear singular to this [loose that no 
hoads of departments holding saluriid off) 
cinl positions hud been admitted to seals in 
the legislature in these countries; He (Mr. 
DoOosmos) had several years ago proposed 
a similar spheme in this colour — that there 
should be » council of three, similar to that 
now proposed, with this sdditicn, that tho 
heads of departments should hold soats, but 
not ba allowed to vote, as otherwise, (here 
being lour or fivo heads of departments, they 
might outvolo the council, und obligo Ihnm 
to resign, or net in accordance with thair 
views. He did hot know ihut this country 
oould at present be put in a position to carry 
out that scheme, r.s il would necessitate a 
change in tho constitution of Iho Upper 
Houso. The public reeling in Iho colony is 
bowovor against the present construction of 
that branch ol tha legislature. They wish to 
aea it a representative body. He had heard 
wull-grou ided complaints against the official 
niemhers of the Upper Hons.', and believed if 
official members were allowed in that body 
at all, they ought to be in a min <niy, (hear, 
hear.) In this motion before the (loose we 
ask the governor to appoint a council. To 
his (Mr. DeOosmos') mind, the gevernsr had 
no constitutional right to make such appoint- 
ment ; at the same time bei believed that 
this House may appoint a committee to oom- 
miinieato with thu Governor or the oiher 
brunches of the legislature ; this ho took to 
he the constitutional mode of doing it. Ho 
thought that no one man (us proposed by the 
hon. mover,) could carry on the business, nnd 
ho believed that ono member with two to as- 
sist him would be too strong for tho number 
of our House, when Iho quorum consisted of 
fivo. Even by reducing tho number to two, 
iho propsrtion would he Mill loo largo ; hut 
if wo have to choose between a government 
t',o weak and one loo strong, ho wo ild prefer 
the latter.

Mr. Burnaby said he did not proposo to til- 
ler the present constitu'.ioii of the Government.

If theso measures were thrown out, tho Gov- 
ernor will eay we must change our ministry, 
aud if our vievrs aro not acceptable to tho 
House we must appeal to tfce people. As to 
tho publio patronage, he thought that 
would bo introducing a state of things for 
which as suid (by the hon. member who had 
just sat down) wo were not yet ready. 

Dr. Helineken entertained views very simi- 
lar to those of his hon. colleague, as ho saw 
that the business of Iho J lou-.o required it. 
Many hills were brought into tho House in 
a very unOoished slato ; so much co that 
members do not even agree with many olau- 
ues of their owo bids, lie thought this tho 
reason the Bassions of the l|ouso had been 
protracted to such u length. The ilun. mem- 
ber showed the necessity of having sumo ono 
in the House to refer to as as to tho views of 
tho othar branches of the Legislature. In 
appointing a Council much must be left to 
them, and their success greatly depends up- 
on the interest taken by tho members thus 
appointed. He did not tb'nk any member 
would like to be iho sole minister of this 
IIou:e to he talked to aod bulliod l.y ot 
mombor. [Laughter]. By having two 
three cjlleagues, however, lio would nstetund 
alone. Ho thought the Government ought 
to have a particular tenor in their hills; at 
present everyone brings in bills und every- 
body is a minister. 

IIo was in favor of this scheme because at 
prosont the Governor is constantly being 
brought into question on particular points 
which he thought should not bo the case, and 
by having a Council this responsibility 
would he lemoved on to their shoulders.

— Tho modern idea of r - 
spongibility io that a minister after being ap- 
pointed by tho Crown is re-elected by the 
people. 

— Well, perhaps that is thu 
modern idea, but that is only necessary when 
they aro salaried odicials. 

Mr. Young thought if the proposed icheine 
oould bo carried out a ftreat deal of timo rind 
labor would bo saved, but he agreed wilh his 
hon. colleague that the governor has no pow- 
er to appoint a Council. The only way would 
ba for tho House to pass a local aet.ns in the 
Wost Indies, a course he thought quite con- 
stitutional.
